Proof  Coins  to  be  Sold  at 
The  Mint 

THE  recent  announcement  made  by 
■ the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Henry 
Morgenthau,  Jr.,  that  proof  coins  will 
again  be  struck  at  the  mint  will  meet 
with  the  approval  of  every  coin  collec- 
tor. Coming  fast  on  the  heels  of  the 
publicity  and  stimulus  given  collecting 
by  the  commemorative  coin  question  it 
ought  to  do  much  to  promote  numis- 
matics In  America.  It  has  been  about 
twenty  years  since  the  mint  issued  proof 
coins  alfhough  before  that  time  they 
were  struck  fairly  regularly  since  the 
first  year  of  the  existence  of  the  mint. 
The  proofs  made  from  1792  to  1836 
were  different  than  those  of  later  years. 
Those  of  the  early  years  were  not  made 
from  special  dies,  but  were  merely  made 
on  polished  planchets,  and  It  is  prob- 
able that  they  were  made  with  particu- 
lar care  to  see  that  the  impression 
was  well  centered  and  well  struck. 

From  about  1836  to  1915,  a different 
class  of  proofs  were  made.  Special 
polished  dies  were  used,  the  planchets 
were  also  polished  to  a mirror-like  sur- 
face, and  fhe  coins  were  made  on  a 
hand  press. 

For  the  benefit  of  our  readers  who 
may  wish  to  obtain  proof  coins,  Miss 


M.  M.  O'Reilly,  Acting  Director  of  the 
Mint  has  supplied  the  following  informa- 
tion. 

Proofs  will  be  sold  separately  or  in 
sets. 

Th  ey  will  be  made  from  highly  pol- 
ished planchets. 

They  will  be  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
mint,  only. 

The  first  proofs  wit!  be  ready  about 
May  I 0th. 

The  Mint  will  prepare  a small  stock. 
The  number  struck  will  depend 
upon  requests. 

No  dollar  proofs  will  be  made  unless 
there  is  a very  large  coinage  of 
silver  dollars. 

No  proofs  of  commemorafive  pieces 
will  be  struck. 

Proof  coins  should  be  ordered  from 
the  Superintendent,  United  States 
Mint,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Payment  should 
be  made  by  money  order.  The  new 
proofs  will  sell  as  follows:  Silver  half- 
dollars  75  cents.  Silver  quarter-dollars 
50  cents.  Dimes  20  cents.  Nickels  20 
cents  and  Cents  16  cents  each.  A post- 
age and  insurance  charge  of  8 cents  is 
made  for  each  order. 

The  complete  set  of  5 pieces  will 
cost  $ 1 .89  post-paid.

GOLD  COINS 


THE  tendency  of  collectors  to  estimate 

• the  rarity  of  coins  by  the  Mint 
Reports  of  the  number  of  coins  struck 
is  fairly  general.  This  method  of  ap- 
praising rarity  is  at  best  unsatisfactory, 
and  in  many  instances  entirely  unreli- 
able, for  several  reasons. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  Mint,  the 
reports  covered  fiscal  years,  July  I to 
June  30,  rather  than  calendar  years. 
Also  in  the  early  years  of  the  Mint  the 
coins  struck  did  not  always  bear  the 
date  of  the  year  of  issue.  The  practice 
of  using  the  dies  of  previous  years  has 
been  so  conclusively  proven  in  so  many 
instances,  that  it  is  safe  to  assume  that 
it  was  fairly  general.  Since  the  Mint 
Reports  covered  the  number  of  coins 
struck  during  the  year  without  refer- 
ence to  the  dates  they  bore,  it  is 
apparent  that  the  reports  are  of  little 
or  no  value  in  determining  the  number 
of  coins  bearing  any  particular  date. 

Another  reason  for  discounting  the 
value  of  the  Mint  Reports  as  contained 
in  some  of  the  popular  priced  publica- 
tions, is  that  the  figures  given  are  not 
always  accurate.  Another  writer  has 
recently  demonstrated  in  connection 
with  the  S.  Mint  Half-dimes,  that  the 
actual  issue  was  in  some  instances  100 
times  as  great  as  the  number  published. 

But  perhaps  the  greatest  reason  of 
all  for  discarding  the  Mint  Reports  as 
a yard-stick  of  rarity,  is  the  fact  that 
they  cover  only  the  number  of  coins 
struck,  with  no  reference  whatever  to 
the  number  that  went  into  actual  circu- 
lation. This  is  particularly  true  of  all 
gold  coins  and  silver  dollars.  Many 
issues  of  gold  and  of  silver  dollars  were 
deposited  in  the  Treasury  as  a base  for 
the  issuance  of  paper  currency,  and 
either  remained  there  or  were  reminted 
at  some  later  date. 


The  Mint  Reports  of  the  coinage  of 
gold  previous  to  1834  have  absolutely 
no  bearing  on  their  present  rarity.  The 
practice  of  using  the  dies  of  previous 
years  was  undoubtedly  followed  in  the 
striking  of  gold  coins,  but  by  far  the 
greater  influence  on  the  present  rarity 
of  early  gold  was  the  changing  of  the 
gold  content  of  the  dollar  in  1834.  The 
gold  content  of  all  U.  S.  gold  coins  was 
reduced  approximately  6%  in  that  year 
so  that  all  gold  coins  struck  previous 
to  that  date  immediately  had  a gold 
value  greater  than  their  face  or  money 
value,  with  the  result  that  they  were 
extensively  melted,  and  all  in  the  hands 
of  the  banks  and  the  Treasury  were 
reminted  into  coins  of  the  new  and 
lower  metal  value.  This  in  a general 
way  accounts  for  the  rarity  of  gold 
coins  dated  previous  to  1834,  but  does 
not  account  for  the  fact  that  the  early 
years  1795-1818  inclusive  are  much 
more  common  than  those  between  1819- 
1833.  According  to  the  Mint  Reports 
there  were  approximately  850,000  Half- 
eagles struck  in  the  years  1795-1818 
inclusive,  and  approximately  1,100,000 
in  the  years  1819-1833  inclusive. 

Collectors  who  have  sought  to  com- 
plete the  series  of  Half-eagles  will  ap- 
preciate the  inconsistency  of  the  above 
figures  when  compared  with  the  present 
rarity  of  the  coins;  nearly  all  the  early 
dates  are  easily  obtainable,  while  those 
from  1819  to  1833  are  all  rare  and 
several  are  almost  unobtainable  at  any 
price,  notwithstanding  reported  coinage 
of  large  numbers  of  coins  of  all  the 
years.  The  change  of  the  gold  content 
of  the  coins  does  not  account  for  this 
inconsistency  as  the  early  coins  were 
of  exactly  the  same  weight  and  fineness 
as  the  later  ones.  The  most  reasonable 
explanation  is  that  the  early  issues  of 
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gold  probably  all  went  into  circulation, 
and  since  in  the  early  years  of  our 
existence  as  a nation  we  were  depend- 
ent on  Europe  to  a very  large  extent  for 
manufactured  goods  and  luxuries,  and 
had  very  little  to  export,  a large  part 
of  the  gold  no  doubt  was  sent  to 
Europe  in  settlement  of  the  trade  bal- 
ance. As  we  became  a producing 
nation  our  exports  more  nearly  balanced 
our  imports  in  the  later  years,  and  not 
so  much  gold  was  required  to  balance 
accounts. 

It  is  also  highly  probable  that  in  the 
years  1819-1833,  with  increasing  pros- 
perity and  the  more  general  use  of 
credit  and  paper  currency,  that  the 
whole  coinage  of  gold  was  deposited 
in  the  Treasury  and  reminted  in  1834 
and  several  following  years,  never  get- 
ting into  circulation.  The  coinage  of 
1,650,000  Half-eagles  in  the  years  1834- 
35-36  lends  color  to  that  probability  as 
there  were  no  discoveries  of  gold  in 
the  country  sufficiently  large  to  account 
for  any  such  increase  in  the  gold  coin- 
age. The  gold  coins  which  had  been 
sent  to  Europe  in  the  early  years  es- 
caped the  melting  pot  and  recoining 
because  gold  is  transferred  by  weight 
in  international  settlements  and  there 
was  nothing  to  be  gained  by  melting 
it.  These  coins  have  gradually  come 
back  to  America  as  the  demand  for 
them  as  numismatic  specimens  made  it 
profitable  to  return  them. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  early  col- 
lectors in  this  country  paid  no  attention 
whatever  to  the  collection  of  gold  coins. 
Mr.  Mickley,  one  of  the  earliest  of 
American  collectors,  succeeded  in  get- 
ting proof-sets  at  the  Mint  as  early  as 
1827  and  nearly  all  years  from  that 
date  until  he  sold  his  collection  in  1867, 
but  he  was  only  interested  in  the  Silver 
and  Copper  coins.  He  probably  could 
have  secured  the  gold  coins  if  he  had 
wanted  them,  and  it  is  entirely  possible 
that  we  are  indebted  to  some  other 


appreciative  numismatist  of  the  period 
for  the  present  existence  of  several 
dates  of  the  Half-eagles,  as  at  the  pres- 
ent time  there  are  but  three  known  bear- 


ing the  date  of  1822  and  less  than  a 
dozen  each  of  1819,  1828  and  1829. 

Numerous  inaccuracies  appear  in  the 
Mint  Reports  of  the  gold  coinage  since 
1834.  Perhaps  the  most  glaring  con- 
cerns the  Three  Dollar  coins  of  1873, 
1876  and  1877.  According  to  Mint 
records  only  25  of  the  Three  Dollar  coins 
were  struck  in  1873,  but  it  would  not 
be  a very  difficult  task  to  accumulate 
more  than  that  number  of  the  coins 
today.  The  date  is  actually  more  com- 
mon than  1877  of  which  a coinage  of 
something  over  1400  is  reported.  The 
Three  Dollar  coin  of  1876  is  a very  rare 
coin,  but  not  nearly  so  rare  as  the  Mint 
Report  of  only  45  struck  would  indicate. 
What  probably  happened  was  that  the 
dies  for  the  1873  were  used  for  a while 
during  1874,  and  that  the  dies  for  1876 
were  used  to  strike  a few  more  of  that 
date  during  1877. 

Many  other  inconsistencies  could  be 
pointed  out  in  the  Mint  Records  of  gold 
coinage,  but  it  seems  idle  to  do  so  now 
that  most  of  our  gold  coinage  has  been 
melted  into  bars.  Some  numismatist  of 
the  future  will  undoubtedly  prepare  a 
list  of  the  relative  rarity  of  the  gold 
coins  in  the  cabinets  of  collectors,  but 
it  is  very  safe  to  say  that  such  a lisf 
will  bear  no  relation  or  resemblance  to 
the  Mint  Reports  of  the  number  of 
coins  struck. 
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The  Coinage  of  the  Brookes  of  Sarawak 


C ARAWAK,  situated  on  the  northwest 
coast  of  Borneo  has  a population 
of  about  600,000.  With  the  exception 
of  a small  number  of  Europeans,  and 
a large  number  of  Chinese  traders,  the 
population  consists  of  semi-civilized 
Malays  in  the  towns  and  villages  of  the 
coast  districts,  and  of  various  uncivil- 
ized tribes  living  in  the  interior. 

A century  ago  Sarawak  was  the  scene 
of  a tempestuous  civil  war.  Raja  Muda 
Hassin,  nephew  of  the  Sultan  of  Brunei, 
was  largely  responsible  for  the  uprising. 
His  administration  had  been  from  the 
start,  selfish  and  cruel,  causing  much 
bitterness  between  the  native  Dyaks  and 
Malays. 

In  1838  Sir  James  Brooke,  an  Eng- 
lishman, visited  the  country  and  with 
a small  army  of  soldiers  suppressed  the 


rebels.  In  return  for  his  assistance  Has- 
sin gave  Brooke  permission  to  take  up 
residence  in  the  country  and  carry  on 
trade  with  the  natives.  Brooke  took 
a strong  interest  in  the  country's  gov- 
ernment and  within  a few  years,  was 
appointed,  by  popular  demand  of  the 
inhabitants,  governor  of  Sarawak  by  the 
Sultan  of  Brunei.  In  1841  Brooke  was 
given  the  title  of  Rajah  and  some  twenty 
years  later  England  recognized  Sarawak 
as  an  independent  state.  Since  that 
time  Sarawak  has  been  ruled  by  the 
Brooke  family.  The  following  list  of 
coins  has  been  compiled  with  the  assis- 
tance of  Mr.  Howard  D.  Gibbs  of  Pitts- 
burgh, and  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  of  New  York,  the  collections  of 
each  having  been  made  accessible  for 
the  purpose.

The  medal  of  honor  of  the  United 
states  was  established  by  acts  of 
Congress  on  July  12th,  1862  and 
March  3rd,  1863.  It  is  given  to  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates  for 
gallantry  in  action  and  soldier-like 
qualities. 


The  feathered  Indian  head  was  fea- 
tured on  coins  of  Colombia,  South 
America,  41  years  before  the  design 
was  adopted  by  the  United  States 
Government. 
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A Military  Medal  of  Mexico

THE  medal  herein  described  was  some- 
’ what  erroneously  dealt  with  by  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics  for 
1871,  Vol.  V,  No.  3,  page  50  in  an 
article  entitled  "Geographical  Medals"; 
and  again  under  the  heading  of  "Notes 
and  Queries"  in  the  January  1899  num- 
ber, page  96. 


This  medal  was  created  by  the  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  the  Insurgent  Mex- 
ican forces,  Generalissimo  Agustm  de 
Iturbide,  who  up  to  February  24th,  1821 
had  been  a royalist  commander.  On  the 
above  mentioned  date,  Iturbide  pro= 
claimed  the  "Rian  de  Iguala",  a tenta- 
tive constitution  by  which  it  was  in- 
tended to  establish  an  independent  gov- 
ernment in  New  Spain  (Mexico  of  to- 
day) having  as  bases  the  continuation 
of  the  Catholic  RELIGION  as  the  re- 
ligion of  Stare;  INDEPENDENCE  of  New 
Spain  from  Spain  proper;  and  the 
UNION  and  friendship  of  Europeans  and 
natives.  As  this  treaty  guaranteed  the 
above  mentioned  principles  (Religion, 
Independence,  and  Union),  the  Insur- 
gent Army  supporting  it  became  known 
as  the  "ARMY  of  the  TRIPLE  GUAR- 
ANTEE". 


The  numerous  Insurgent  Commanders, 
joined  under  one  flag  and  under  the 
able  leadership  of  Iturbide,  soon  brought 
about  a favorable  change  which  ended 
with  the  liberation  of  the  colony  from 
Spain,  whose  rule  was  overthrown  by 
the  occupation  of  the  City  of  Mexico 
by  the  Army  of  the  Triple  Guarantee  on 
September  27th,  1821. 


In  order  to  give  just  recognition  to 
the  42,707  officers  and  men  comprising 
the  Army  of  the  Triple  Guarantee, 
Generalissimo  Iturbide,  suggested  and 
later  demanded  of  the  Regency  that  a 
medal  be  struck.  The  12th  of  October 
1821,  the  Regency  ordered  that  every- 
one be  rewarded  according  to  the  ser- 
vices rendered.  Thus,  some  were  pro- 
moted, others  received  an  increase  in 
pay,  and  to  all  a medal  was  given. 
Iturbide  himself  corroborated  the  order 
of  the  Regency  by  a special  decree 
issued  March  21st,  1822.  The  recogni- 
tion given  for  services  rendered  was 
commendable  but  in  the  author's  opin- 
ion by  the  diversification  of  honors  and 
by  the  establishment  of  privileged 
groups,  animosity  and  jealousy  was  cre- 
ated which  shortly  after  caused  the 
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downfall  of  the  newly  erected  Mexican 
Empire. 

The  medal  is  50  millimeters  in  diam- 
eter and  about  2 millimeters  in  thick- 
ness. It  was  struck  in  three  metals:  gold, 
silver,  and  copper.  It  was  to  be  carried 
suspended  from  a ribbon  and  a projec- 
tion was  provided  as  part  of  the  die 
through  which  a ring  could  be  inserted 
for  the  passage  of  the  ribbon.  The 
gold  medals  were  given  to  the  com- 
manders only,  the  silver  ones  were  for 
the  officers  and  the  ones  made  of  cop- 
per were  bestowed  upon  all  men  rank- 
ing below  lieutenant.  The  ribbon  was 
to  be  white  for  the  commanders  and 
officers  that  were  in  the  Insurgent  Army 
previous  to  March  1821.  To  those  who 
joined  the  movement  from  March  to 
June  15th,  1821  the  ribbon  given  was 
red,  white  and  green,  the  colors  of  the 
Mexican  Flag;  and  for  those  who  joined 
the  Insurgent  Army  from  June  16th,  to 
September  2nd,  1821  the  medal  was 
also  suspended  with  a red,  white  and 
green  ribbon  but  could  only  be  carried 
pinned  or  fastened  to  the  left  lapel  of 
the  uniform,  while  all  others  were  to  be 
carried  suspended  from  the  neck  of  the 
wearer.  Further  dissension  was  insti- 
gated by  the  creation  of  two  classes 
of  medals;  one  for  those  who  had 
joined  the  independent  movement  pre- 
vious to  June  15th,  1821,  which  was 
considered  the  most  precarious  and 
therefore  were  stamped  FIRST  EPOCH; 
and  to  those  who  joined  and  rendered 
active  service  from  June  16th,  to  Sep- 
tember 2nd,  1821  a second  medal,  sim- 
ilar in  every  respect  to  the  first  except 
for  the  inscription  on  the  reverse  which 
read  SECOND  EPOCH,  was  given. 

Of  the  medals  of  the  first  epoch  there 
are  two  varieties:  one  with  the  inscrip- 
tions in  latin,  which  the  author  believes 
was  the  first  one  issued,  of  which  not 
many  were  struck,  probably  because  the 
die  broke  early;  and  a second,  similar  to 
the  first,  except  that  it  carried  all  the 
inscriptions  in  Spanish. 

The  obverse  of  the  first  die  of  the 
first  epoch  presents  around  the  margin 
the  inscription  "SPONSIONE  TRIPLICI 


ORBEM  AB  ORBE  SOLVIT1'  (Supported 
by  the  Army  of  the  Triple  Guarantee 
he  rent  asunder  the  new  world  from  the 
old.  Free  translation  by  the  author.) 
It  is  my  belief  that  'his  motto  was  in- 
spired by  the  subjec1  of  the  text  used 
by  Bishop  Perez  in  a sermon  delivered 
in  the  Cathedral  at  Puebla,  on  August 
5th,  1821,  Psalm  124,  verse  7:  "Laqueus 
contritus  est,  et  nos  liberati  sumus"  (The 
bond  being  broken,  we  are  free).  In 
the  upper  half  of  the  field  there  are 
three  linked  rings:  the  left  one  bearing 
the  word  "RELIGIO  * " (religion);  the 
right  one  "CONCORDIA*"  (harmony  or 
union);  and  the  ring  placed  in  the  center 
and  above,  reads  "SUMMA  LI  BER- 
TAS * " (independence).  In  the  lower 
half  of  the  field  there  are  two  worlds; 
the  new  world  at  the  left  and  the  old 
world  at  the  right,  each  with  six  links 
of  chain  hanging  trom  the  inner  side, 
symbolizing  the  severance  of  power  of 
Spain  over  Mexico. 

The  reverse  presents  at  the  top  the 
marginal  inscription  "PRIMA  EPO- 
CHA."  (first  epoch);  in  the  center  of 
the  field  a wreath  of  two  wheat  stocks, 
tied  at  the  base  with  a bow  knot,  the 
tips  curling  upwards  and  inwardly  form- 
ing an  oval.  In  the  center,  below,  near 
the  margin,  in  minute  letters,  the  name 
of  the  engraver  is  found  "J.  Guerrero." 

The  second  die  of  the  first  epoch  and 
also  the  medal  of  the  second  epoch  are 
the  same  except  that  the  legends  are  in 
Spanish  instead  of  Latin,  as  follows: 

Obverse: 

"CON  LA  TRIPLE  GARANTIA" 
"RELIGION*"  — "INDEPENDENCE*" 
"UNION  * " 

"DESATO  A UN  ORBE  DEL  OTRO." 

Reverse: 

" PRIMERA  EPOCA  " 

or 

" SEGUNDA  EPOCA  " 

The  weight  of  the  gold  medal  in  the 
author's  collection  is  53.5  grammes,  that 
of  the  silver  one  is  48  grammes,  and 
those  of  copper  average  45.5  grammes.

The  author  believes  that  due  to  the 
impoverished  condition  of  the  country 
at  the  time  or  perhaps  due  to  dishonesty 
of  the  mint  officials,  many  of  the  sup- 
posed by  gold  and  silver  medals 
awarded  were  only  gold  or  silver  plated, 
as  one  runs  into  many  such  pieces. 

As  to  the  number  struck  of  each 
metal,  no  one  knows,  the  government 
records  do  not  show,  and  the  author 
ventures  to  guess  that  there  were  150 
struck  in  gold;  1000  in  silver  and  not 
less  than  40,000  in  copper.

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The  Small  Sized  U.  S.  Notes 

By  ROBERT  H.  LLOYD 


AT  the  time  of  issue  of  the  small  sized 
paper  currency  July  I Oth,  1929,  the 
only  emission  of  the  old  time  "green- 
backs" or  "legal  tenders"  as  they  are 
sometimes  called  consisted  of  a two  and 
five  dollar  note. 

Evidence  that  the  two  dollar  note 
had  been  prepared  as  early  as  the  one 
dollar  Silver  Certificate  is  given  by  the 
fact  that  the  issue  of  twos  carried  the 
names  of  hi.  T.  Tate  and  A.  W.  Mellon 
which  combination  of  fac-simile  signa- 
tures was  already  obsolete  on  the  day 
of  issue.  It  was  soon  to  be  superseded 
by  the  Series  of  I 92 8- A , W.  O.  Woods 
and  A.  W.  Mellon.  The  five  dollar  note 
appeared  from  the  first  with  the  names 
of  W.  O.  Woods  and  A.  W.  Mellon, 
Series  of  1928. 

This  two  dollar  note  is  interesting  be- 
cause of  the  differences  in  its  design. 
First  of  all,  it  is  the  only  note  whose 
reverse  is  not  enclosed  in  a box-like 
frame.  An  irregular  border  would  help 
those  afflicted  individuals  who  are  dis- 
turbed because  the  two  dollar  bills  are 
so  liable  "to  be  handed  out  for  a one." 
Again  with  the  exception  of  the  fifty 
dollar  bills,  it  is  the  only  note  of  the 
series  to  have  the  entire  legend  below 
the  portrait,  further  aiding  a ready  dis- 
tinction from  most  other  notes. 

Despite  the  opposition  of  certain  un- 
der officials  in  the  Treasury  Department, 
the  numismatists  and  the  bankers  won 
a victory  when  the  two  dollar  note  was 
placed  in  the  new  small  currency.  When 
America  emerges  from  the  age  of 
superstition  and  learns  to  count  more 
accurately,  the  two  dollar  notes  will 
no  longer  be  shunned  by  the  public  at 
large.  It  should  be  more  common  than 
the  one  dollar  bill,  and  would  be  if  the 
populace  could  cease  thinking  in  terms 
of  one  dollar  notes. 


The  only  bill  of  unusual  interest  in 
this  Series  is  the  one  dollar  U.  S.  Note, 
Series  of  1928,  W.  O.  Woods  and 
W.  H.  Woodin,  issued  in  1933,  during 
the  bank  holiday  disaster.  The  notes 
were  printed  in  considerable  guantity, 
but  have  not  been  released  for  general 
circulation.  Most  of  those  extant  bear 
numbers  under  two  thousand. 

Plates  for  ten  and  twenty  dollar 
United  States  Notes  were  prepared  un- 
der the  Hoover  Administration.  As  far 
as  known,  any  printings  from  these 
plates  have  not  been  made  available 
for  use.  Those  who  inspected  the  cur- 
rency exhibit  at  the  Century  of  Progress, 
Chicago,  in  1933  and  1934,  found  these 
notes  in  the  collection  of  the  Treasury 
Department.  Being  specimens,  they 
bore  serial  numbers  of  eight  ciphers, 
together  with  the  usual  letters.  Both 
notes  were  Series  of  1928,  W.  O.  Woods 
and  Ogden  L.  Mills. 

With  the  monetary  changes  of  1933, 
the  U.  S.  Notes  were  made  an  unqual- 
ified legal  tender  by  deleting  the  words 
"except  duties  on  imports  and  interest 
on  the  public  debt."  This  was  in  line 
with  the  policy  of  making  all  forms  of 
currency  legal  tender  without  qualifica- 
tions made  necessary  as  confidence  in 
Government  waned. 

There  is  every  possibility  that  the 
U.  S.  Notes  will  be  the  next  form  of 
currency  to  be  eliminated  by  Congress. 
When  originally  issued  they  were  in  a 
sense  fiat  money,  and  served  their  pur- 
pose most  admirably  throughout  the 
Civil  War.  By  Act  of  1900  they  were 
made  payable  on  demand  which 
changed  the  original  advantage,  and 
by  the  Act  of  1933  they  were  made  an 
unqualified  legal  tender  again  chang- 
ing their  original  character.  As  a mat-

On  April  30th,  1803,  Napoleon  Bona- 
parte of  France  sold  the  great  territory 
of  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  the  Mid- 
dle West  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. The  domain  for  which  France 
received  $27,267,622  is  one  of  fhe  rich- 
est agricultural  regions  in  the  world. 
It  extends  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  and  included  the  areas  now 
occupied  by  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Okla- 
homa, Kansas,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Iowa, 
the  Dakotas,  Montana,  most  of  Minne- 
sota, and  portions  of  Colorado  and 


Wyoming.  This  was  the  first  and  most 
important  accession  ever  made  to  the 
territory  of  the  United  States. 

The  two  coins  illustrated  were  struck 
to  commemorate  the  World's  Fair  which 
was  held  in  1904  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
in  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase. 
The  exposition  was  one  of  the  largest 
ever  held  in  America.  A tract  of  over 
eleven  hundred  acres  in  Forest  Park 
was  selected  for  the  site  of  the  Fair. 
The  main  group  of  buildings,  fifteen 
in  number  were  laid  out  in  the  form  of 
a fan.  The  apex  of  the  fan  was  formed 
by  four  art  palaces,  one  of  which  still 
stands  as  a memorial.  About  five  hun- 
dred other  buildings  were  erected  by 
foreign  governments. 

The  first  coin  features  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son, who  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  purchase.  This  portrait  of  Jefferson 
which  is  one  of  the  best  known  was 
taken  from  one  of  the  medals  in  the 
mint  cabinet,  the  original  of  which  was 
engraved  by  John  Reich,  who  for  some 
years  during  the  Jefferson  period  was 
connected  with  the  mint. 

The  second  coin  presents  the  profile 
portrait  of  William  McKinley  who  was 
the  government  father  of  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition.  President  Mc- 
Kinley's portrait  was  also  taken  from 
a minf  cabinet  medal,  which  was  en- 
graved by  Charles  E.  Barber,  and  which 
is  considered  one  of  the  best  portraits 
of  this  president. 

The  United  States  government  ap- 
propriated $5,000,000  for  the  Exposition 
and  these  gold  dollars  represented  part 
of  fhe  appropriafion.  The  dollars  were 
sold  for  $3  each,  the  proceeds  being 
used  to  help  pay  the  general  expenses 
in  connection  with  the  Exposition.

Patterns  in  copper  and  in  gold  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  1871. 
The  gold  pieces  are  exceedingly  rare  and  contained  in  only  two  collections  as  far  as 
I know.  The  regular  coinage  for  this  republic  evidently  began  in  1883  and  may  be 
described  as  follows:

ter  of  fact,  there  is  no  present  need 
for  th  em  in  the  currency  system,  and 
being  small  in  total  issue,  their  contin- 
uation seems  to  be  more  of  a whim 
than  a necessity.  In  the  days  of  the 
first  greenbacks,  they  were  a most  use- 
ful inflationary  currency,  but  now  that 
the  Federal  Reserve  Note  has  been 
found  to  be  much  better  suited  for  such 
purposes  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  U.  S. 
Notes  will  be  withdrawn  by  Act  of 
Congress. 

Economically  speaking,  there  are  many 
more  arguments  why  the  U.  S.  Notes 
should  be  continued  rather  than  the 
Silver  Certificates.  America's  limping 
standard  of  silver  and  gold  has  long 


been  an  anomaly,  but  as  long  as  Gov- 
ernments will  play  with  the  fetish  of 
silver  we  are  doomed  to  have  a silver 
backed  currency.  The  U.  S.  Notes  were 
payable  in  gold  at  the  Treasury  and 
a general  promissory  note  circulation 
is  to  be  preferred  to  one  tied  to  a 
weak  metal. 

In  view  of  the  doubtful  future  of  the 
Notes,  numismatists  will  do  well  to  see 
to  it  that  their  collections  contain  the 
one  dollar  note  of  this  type.  Thus  far 
it  has  not  been  placed  in  general  cir- 
culation. The  two  dollar  notes  are  in- 
expensive and  attractive.  The  green- 
backs are  the  oldest  and  most  historic 
series  of  paper  currency.
